BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


New  Orleans,  La.,  April  Uth,  1900. 

To   the   Governor  and    Members    of    the    General    Assembly, 
State  of  Louisiana  : 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  President 
of  the  Faculty  of  Southern  University  and  A.  &  M.  College,  and 
with  it  those  of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
same,  and  refer  also  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  school  this  season  is  380. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  number  in  the  higher  depart- 
ments, while  the  number  in  the  lower  has  been  decreased. 
The  industrial  departments  have  been  strengthened  and  in- 
creased and  made  still  more  effective.  The  library,  which  was 
very  small,  has  been  added  to  and  improved.  Double  desks, 
which  were  needed,  have  been  placed  in  the  school.  The  work 
in  the  different  departments  seems  thorough,  and  much  satis- 
faction is  expressed  in  regard  to  it  by  patrons,  and  especially 
by  visitors  to  the  school. 

I  think  the  education  that  is  going  on  there  is  improving 
the  pupils  morally,  intellectually  and  in  an  industrial  way.  The 
members  of  the  faculty  are  all  working  in  perfect  harmony  and 
for  the  good  of  the  school.     The  pupils  seem  orderly,  contented 


and  polite.  Those  who  have  taken  a  course  in  the  university 
and  have  gone  out  with  its  diploma  have  almost  without  excep- 
tion, found  employment  of  a  superior  quality.  The  knowledge 
of  this  has  been  an  incentive  to  those  remaining  in  the  school, 
although  quite  a  number  have  accepted  employment  before 
they  are  quite  through  the  course. 

I  think  the  university  is  in  good  condition  and  is  a  benefit 
to  the  State. 

A  new  building  combining  barn  and  stable  on  the  farm  is 
much  needed  and  a  suitable  one  could  be  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$6000  or  $8000,  after  which  we  would  not  be  ashamed  to  re- 
ceive visitors  from  other  States. 

We  have  carried  a  mortgage  debt  of  nine  thousand  dollars 
($9000)  for  more  than  ten  years,  on  which  we  are  obliged  to 
pay  eight  (8)  per  cent.,  which  I  beg  respectfully  but  earnestly 
to  urge  should  be  paid  by  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

I  feel  assured  that  the  marked  improvement  in  the  work  of 
this  State  institution  during  the  past  few  years  will  be  appre- 
ciated by  your  Excellency  and  members  of  the  Assembly.

REPORT     OF    TREASURER. 

To  the  President   and    Members   of    the    Bo\rd    of    Trustees 
Southern  University  and  A.  &  M.  College  : 

Dear  Sirs  : — I  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  report  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Southern  University  and  A.  &  M.  College, 
giving  in  detail  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  past  two 
years,  from  June  30th,  1898,  to  April  9th,  1900,  with  an  estimate 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  from  the  9th  of  April,  1900, 
to  the  30th  of  June,  1903,  showing  a  balance  over  all  expendi- 
tures of    $2560.65. 

The  only  debt  of  this  institution  consists  of  the  mortgage, 
which  has  been  carried  by  us  since  the  year  of  1887,  amounting 
to  $9000.00,  bearing  8  per  ceut.  interest,  which  represents  the 
balance  due  the  builder  of  the  school  building  now  occupied  by 
this  institution. 

The  assets  of  this  institution  consist  of  a  square  of  ground 
in  the  upper  portion  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  bounded  by 
Magazine,  Laurel,  Soniat  and  Dufossat  streets.  It  was  bought 
in  1885  for  the  sum  of  $6000.00,  and  will  now  bring,  without 
buildiDgs  upon  it,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  $20,000.00. 

The  Main  building  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $27,000, 
and  the  Mechanical  Hall  at  $3000.00 ;  the  Porter's  Lodge  at 
$800.00,  making  the  total  value  of  buildings  to  be  $30,800.00. 

The  furniture,  desks,  etc.,  and  chemical  aparatus  represent 
an  expenditure  of  about  $2000.00.  Thus  making  a  total  valua- 
tion of  $52,800.00. 

The  farm  property  was  purchased  by  the  state  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $8000.00  ;  the  buildings  and  farming  implements  are 
valued  at  and  insured  for  the  sum  of  $5860.00.     Thus   making 
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the  total  value  of  the  farm  property  to  be  $13,860.00,  which 
added  to  the  property  of  the  school  building,  makes  a  total  sum 
of  $66,660.00. 

All  of  the  property  is  insured  for  three  years  in  advance, 
and  is  in  good  order  and  condition . 

It  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  Institution  and  the  State 
to  cancel  the  builder's  lien  by  payment. 

A  modern  improved  barn  is  needed  at  the  Farm,  and  plans 

have  been  prepared  by  a  first-class   architect  for  such  a  barn, 

estimated  to  cost  about  $4000.00,  but  sufficient  means  have  not 

been  on  hand  to  construct  this  barn. 

The  Morrill  Bill,  under  which  the  U.  S.  Government  ap- 
propriates the  sum  of  $12,000.00  per  annum  to  this  institution, 
forbids  the  employment  of  this  fund  for  building  purposes,  or 
for  any  other  purpose,  than  that  of  paying  salaries  to  teachers 
and  conducting  the  farm,mechanical  and  chemical  departments. 

In  making  this  report,  the  Treasurer  has  reported  every- 
thing appearing  upon  his  books,  and  has  endeavored  to  give  as 
much  detail  as  possible  without  making  the  report  too  volum- 
inous. 

The  Treasurer's  reports  have  heen  approved  for  each  of 
the  past  years  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  has  every  six  months,  as  the  law  requires,  sent  a 
copy  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the  Auditor  of  the 
State,  and  has  also  forwarded,  annually,  to  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  Bureau  of  Education,  at  Washington,  a  report  giv- 
ing a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  the 
salaries  paid  the  various  teachers  in  the  several  departments, 
all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

New  Orleans,  La.,  April  12th,  1900. 

President  and  Members,  Board  of  Trustees,  Southern  University 
and  A.  &  M.  College  : 

Gentlemen — In  the  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of 
the  Southern  University  and  Agricultural  &  Mechanical  College 
for  the  session  of  1899-1900,  I  will  state  that  the  session  has 
been  a  very  prosperous  one,  and  that  the  school  is  continually 
advancing  and  has  been  doing  so  for  a  number  of  years.  It  is 
not  to  be  compared  with  the  same  school  of  six  or  eight  years 
ago.  Its  departments  have  been  increased  and  the  lines  of 
work  have  been  broadened. 

The  total  number  of  matriculates  for  the  session  of  1899- 
1900  is  380.  As  the  number  has  increased  in  the  upper  grades 
we  have  decreased  the  number  in  the  lowest — thus,  while  keep- 
ing the  total  number  at  about  the  same,  the  quality  of  the 
average  is  continually  rising.  We  have  47  more  pupils  in  the 
upper  grades  than  we  had  two  years  ago,  aDd  have  considerably 
decreased  the  number  in  the  lowest. 

The  total  number  of  candidates  for  graduation  in  the 
school  this  session  is  22 — from  the  Literary  Department  9,  and 
from  the  Industrial  Department  13. 

Up  to  date,  during  13  years  past,  the  number  of  gradua- 
tions in  the  school,  including  the  classes  of  the  present  session, 
is  170.  In  the  Literary  Department  (Normal  and  High 
School)  we  have  had  108  graduations  ;  in  the  Industrial  Depart- 
ment, all  sections,  62 — total  170.  Many  times  this  number 
have  partially  completed  these  courses  in  all  departments,  who 
withdrew  to  go  to  work,  or  for  other  purposes,  before  the  course 
was  completed.  Although  a  number  of  pupils,  year  after  year, 
have  entered  the  college  course  none  have  yet  remained  long 
enough  to  go  through. 

During  these  years  we  enrolled  5,629  pupils. 
The  male  graduates  from  this  school  are  all  engaged  in 
occupations    requiring    intelligence    and    skill.       The    female 
graduates,  with  the  exception  of  about  two,  leaving  out  those 
who  are  married,  are  equally  engaged  in  skilled  occupations. 
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The  school  has  six  departments  :  College,  Normal  School 
High  School  (College  Preparatory),  Grammar  School,  Music 
and  the  Industrial  Department  with  the  following  sections  : 

Agricultural  School  (with  a  farm  of  100  acres  attached.) 

Mechanical  School  (with  shops,  steam  engine  and 
machinery.) 

Girls'  Industrial  School  (for  sewing,  cutting,  dressmaking.) 

Dairy  School. 

School  of  Printing. 

School  of  Book-keeping  and  Typewriting. 

This  session  the  printing  section,  under  the  management  of 
PrOf.  G.  S.  Washington,  with  two  classes  containing  22  pupils, 
and  a  new  press  and  materials,  has  gotten  under  way.  The 
catalogue  of  the  school  and  other  printed  matter  heretofore 
done  outside  the  school,  are  for  the  first  time,  done  by  this 
department. 

LITERARY. 

This  department  properly  contains  all  the  pupils  of  the 
school,  as  even  those  pupils  in  the  industrial  work  are  in  the 
literary  classes.  The  parents  are  not  willing  for  their  children 
to  grow  up  in  ignorance  of  books  because  they  are  acquiring 
industrial  training. 

The  grammar  school  is  intended  to  furnish  pupils  for  the 
higher  departments  next  above,  and  also  to  furnish  pupils  for 
the  Normal  class  in  practice  teaching.  The  literary  depart- 
ment prepares  the  pupils  for  an  intelligent  understanding  of 
the  teaching  in  seientitie  agriculture,  chemistry  and  mechanics, 
as  well  as  the  development  of  the  mind  in  the  higher  studies  of 
the  Literary  and  Scientific  courses.  It  is  found  that  all  suc- 
cessful colleges  have  established,  usually  outside  of  their  own, 
lower  grade  schools,  as  feeders  to  the  college.  This  arrange- 
ment keeps  the  school  supplied  with  properly  trained  pupils  for 
annual  entry. 

The  New  Orleans  public  schools  have  taken  most  of  our 
Normal  graduates  for  teachers.  A  number  of  our  graduates 
also  are  teaching  in  the  different  parishes  of  the  state.  Almost 
all  of  the  pupils  of  the  highest  of  our  classes  of  last  year,  in- 
stead of  returning  this  season  to  go  higher,  have  gone,  some  to 
teaching,  and  some  to  other  chosen  occupations  which  they 
found  the  school  had  fitted  them  to  fill. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Agricultural  School — During  the  session  just  passed 
thirty-seven  boys  were  taught  by  Superintendent  S.  E.  Mc- 
Clendon  on  the  farm  in  classes  in  farm  work.

Last  session  the  front  of  the  farm  was  very  much  improved 
in  appearance  by  the  changes  made  in  the  grounds.  New 
roads  and  handsome  walks  were  made  ;  trees  and  plants  were 
set  out  ;  large  trees  were  trimmed  up,  and  new  and  improved 
wire-fencing,  with  modern  gates,  were  placed  around  and  over 
the  front  ;  large  drainage  ditches  were  dug  and  drainage 
piping  laid,  with  other  improvements  en  the  ground. 

During  the  latter  part  of  last  session  the  illness  and  death 
of  Superintendent  Hugh  Jamieson,  on  the  farm,  had  some  effect 
on  the  carrying  out  of  his  plans.  Mr.  S.  E.  McClendon,  a 
graduate  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  Louisiana  State 
University  and  A.  &  M.  College,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy 
last  Jane.  The  report  from  that  department  is  hereto  annexed. 
The  fields  have  been  planted  and  various  crops  are  on  the  way 
in  the  line  of  agriculture,  horticulture,  etc. 

Mechanical  College — This  section  embraces  both  the 
theory  and  practice  of  mechanics.  The  building  used  is  well 
suited  for  the  purpose.  It  is  80  feet  long  by  35  feet  wide,  two 
stories  high  and  well  lighted  ;  the  lower  floor  is  used  for  work- 
ing in  wood,  and  with  an  office,  paint  shop,  etc.  It  has  a  steam 
engine  with  shafting,  pulleys,  turning  lathes,  band  and  scroll 
saws,  etc  ,  ran  by  steam  power.  A  lot  of  machinery  to  run  by 
hand  and  foot  power  has  been  added  later.  A  supply  of  work- 
benches of  the  most  improved  pattern,  each  fitted  with  a  com- 
plete outfit  of  tools,  is  in  daily  use. 

This  department  is  in  control  of  Professor  Millard  F. 
Mithoff,  a  graduate  of  the  Louisiana  State  University  at  Baton 
Rouge.  The  Mechanical  School  has  had  G5  boys  this  season  in 
woodwork  and  tinsmithing.  The  first  graduates  from  this  sec- 
tion of  industrial  work  came  out  from  the  Manual  Training 
Course  last  session — two  boys.  There  are  three  candidates  for 
graduation  from  the  same  course  this  session.  Much  work  was 
done  by  this  department  last  session,  in  addition  to  their 
regular  course,  in  the  way  of  improvements  on  the  university 
grounds.  This  sessi  m  the  department  has  constructed  some 
extensive  and  very  handsome  bookcases  for  the  4000  volumes 
recently  added  to  the  library. 

The  Mechanical  School  is  in  good  condition,  seems  to  be 
much  appreciated,  and  is  doing  good  solid  work.  From  a 
more  complete  account  of  this  section  of  Southern  University 
and  A.  &  M.  College,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  accompanying 
report  from  the  head  of  that  department. 

There  are  38  pupils  in  the  class  in  tinsmithing  which  is 
attached  to  this  department.  These  pupils  are  instructed  in 
tin&mithing  once  a  week.  Their  work  shows  up  very  well  and 
they  are  enthusiastic  in  it. 
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Girls'  Industrial  School — Dressmaking  and  the  various 
kinds  of  sewing,  both  plain  and  intricate,  by  band  and  by 
machine,  are  taught.  This  was  the  first  industrial  work  begun 
in  the  university.  This  department  has  qualified  and  sent  out 
81  graduates.  A  majority  of  them  are  in  the  dressmaking 
business  in  New  Orleans  and  elsewhere. 

This  section  began  without  a  cent  of  money  excepting  the 
pay  of  the  teacher  and  a  room  to  teach  in.  Outside  of  this,  the  de- 
partment has  been  entirely  self-supporting  and  has  contributed 
to  the  assistance  of  other  departments  of  the  university  as 
well.  It  has  fitted  out  its  department  with  four  sewing 
machines,  showcases  and  various  other  things,  besides  con- 
tributing to  the  exhibitions  and  closing  exercises  of  the  school 
by  making  curtains,  uniforms,  flags,  decorations  and  many  other 
articles  used  in  the  university.  The  majority  of  pupils  in  there 
know  scarcely  anything  about  sewing  or  cutting  when  they 
begin.  The  pupils  are  systematically  taught  every  hour,  in 
classes,  daily,  beginning  with  the  most  simple  and  ending  with 
the  intricate. 

The  Girls'  Industrial  School  taught  113  girls  in  classes 
daily  this  session.  This  is  the  largest  number  it  has  had  in 
many  years.  The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  that  section 
accompanies  this  report. 

School  of  Printing — This  section  began  last  session,  but 
with  an  exceedingly  imperfect  outfit.  It,  however,  made  a 
start,  trained  twenty  odd  boys  in  typesetting,  secured  jobwork, 
turned  out  work,  and  did  as  well  as  could  have  been  expected 
with  its  dilapidated  and  ancient  press  and  materials.  This  has 
since  all  been  changed.  With  a  modern  press,  in  excellent 
order,  and  with  new  type,  the  department  is  turning  out  excel- 
lent jobwork,  has  its  customers,  and  this  year,  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  university,  it  is  printing  its  own  illustrated 
catalogue.  The  work  so  far  is  equal  to  any  we  have  had  done 
by  professionals  outside  the  school.  This  session  23  pupils 
were  trained  in  the  art  of  printing. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  department  is 
hereto  annexed. 

School  of  Book-keeping  and  Typewriting — There  were  23 
pupils  in  this  section  during  the  past  session.  This  section 
needs  an  additional  typewriting  machine  or  two  to  meet  the 
requirements,  and  as  the  purchases  heretofore  made  in  this 
line  have  been  made  with  the  funds  of  the  head  of  that  depart- 
ment. The  pupils  in  this  section  seem  to  be  getting  on  very 
well  and  they  are  making  very  good  headway. 
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SCIENTIFIC  COURSE. 

This  course  is  maintained  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Government  at  Washington  to  teach  the  pupils  scientific 
agriculture  and  scientific  mechanics.  Professor  E.  P.  Barrell 
was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Chemistry  and  Physics  in  the  middle 
of  last  session.  The  facilities  for  conducting  the  Course  are 
complete. 

Chemistry  taught  here  is  a  part  of  the  Agricultural  Course, 
while  the  Physics  taught  is  a  part  of  the  Mechanical  Course. 
Special  stress  is  laid  on  Sugar  Chemistry  and  the  application  of 
chemistry  to  the  farm.  The  soils  are  analyzed  and  the  pupils 
are  taught  the  adaptability  of  the  different  crops  to  the  varied 
soils.  This  department  contains  42  pupils  in  different  classes 
which  recite  daily. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  music  department  of  the  university  meets  all  the  re- 
quirements in  that  line.  It  contains  a  number  of  classes  in  in- 
strumental music  of  various  kinds,  and  a  total  of  all  grammar 
school  pupils  in  vocal  music.  In  instrumental  music  the 
pupils  are  charged  a  small  fee  monthly.  The  music  assists 
much  in  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  school,  and  the  intelli- 
gent teacher  understands  the  use  of  it.  Professor  W.  J. 
Nickerson  is  the  efficient  instructor  in  this  department. 

The  library  of  the  university  has  recently  been  augmented 
by  the  purchase  of  about  4000  volumes  of  standard  and  other 
books,  purchased  at  the  judicial  sale  of  the  Ellis  library.  The 
books  were  sold  at  a  price  that  justified  their  purchase  for  the 
school.  This  purchase  necessitated  the  addition  of  more  shelv- 
ing to  the  library  by  the  mechanical  department.  Seventy-five 
neat  and  comfortable  double  desks,  which  have  been  needed  for 
years,  were  this  session  added  to  the  school. 

I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  the  University,  taken  as  a 
whole,  has  never  been  in  as  good  a  condition  as  it  is  in  today. 
The  movement  of  the  school  is  continually  forward.  The  follow- 
ing is  from  the  "Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  both  houses 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  Louisiana,"  made  to  the  Assembly 
at  their  last  sitting,  referring  to  Southern  University  and  A.  & 
M.  College,  as  follows  : 

"  We  deem  the  institution  well  conducted  by  a  good 
faculty  who  use  modern  methods  of  teaching.  We  note  that 
the  pupils  are  well  advanced  and  show  in  demonstrations  of 
problems  in  mathematics  and  by  their  proficiency  in  other 
branches  that  they  have  been  well  instructed."

Prof.  H.  A.  Hill,  President  Southern  University  : 

There  have  been  no  extensive  changes  made  to  the  build- 
ings or  equipment  in  this  department  since  my  last  report. 

For  the  purpose  of  accommodating  larger  classes  a  few 
additional  tools  have  been  purchased  for  the  tinsmith  shop, 
to-wit. :  One  double-seamer,  one  crimping  machine,  one  sheet- 
iron  folder,  one  bench  plate,  two  bottom  stakes,  one  solid 
mandrel,  one  set  of  hollow  punches,  mallets,  hand  shears  etc. 
These  tools  cost  about  fifty-two  dollars,  rendering  the  tin  shop 
more  complete  for  present  requirements  There  were  also  pur- 
chased eight  sets  of  drawing  instruments,  and  a  blue-print 
frame  and  glass  added  to  the  draughting  room. 

The  twelve  single  and  three  double  carpenter  benches  with 
complete  sets  of  tools  each,  accommodating  eighteen  workers 
at  a  time,  are  sufficient  for  the  present  sizes  of  the  classes. 

The  two-story  frame  building,  35x80  feet,  and  the  boiler, 
eugine,  lathes,  band  saws,  scroll  saws  and  the  foot  power 
machinery  are  all  in  good  order. 

The  instruction  in  this  deportment  is  conducted  with  a 
view  to  furnishing  the  "bench -hand,"  rather  than  the  "mill" 
or  "  machine-hand; "  as  I  understand  this  to  be  the  true  Mea  of 
manual  training,  fully  recognizing  the  fact  that  the  expert 
artisan,  by  means  of  automatic  machinery,  is  being  replaced  by 
the  "automation  "  or  machine-hand  of  the  present  age.  Never- 
theless, believing  that  the  man  who  is  intelligent  enough  to 
do  a  piece  of  work  with  hand  tools,  can  do  the  same  work  when 
supplied  the  machine,  1  have  given  the  student  three  hours  of 
bench  work  to  one  of  machine  work,  and  would  even  prefer  that 
a  greater  portion  of  his  time  be  spent  in  bench  work,  if  it  were 
possible  for  him  to  give  more  of  his  time  to  this  department. 

The  mechanical  department,  as  now  conducted,  has  the  fol- 
lowing classes  in  wood-working  :  The  Fourth,  Fifth,  Seventh, 
Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  Grades,  consisting  of  twenty-seven 
students,  who  each  receive  four  hours  of  instruction  per  week  ; 
and  the  same  grades  in  tinsmithing,  comprising  tbirtj'-eight 
students,  who  each  receive  one  hour's  instruction  per  week. 
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The  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Tenth  Grades  also  have  one  hour 
per  week  in  drawing,  "Constructive  Geometry"  and  "  Projec- 
tions." 

Though  manual  training  is  not  in  itself  trade-teaching,  yet 
our  wood-working  classes  are  conducted  in  a  manner  that 
furnishes  a  knowledge  and  basis  for  the  following  trades  or 
industries  :  Carpentry,  Joining,  Cabinet-making,  Mill-wright- 
ing,  Scroll-sawing  and  Turning.  Also  a  slight  knowledge  of 
staining,  varnishing  and  painting. 

The  instruction  in  tinsmithing  furnishes  a  basis  for  the  fol- 
lowing trades  :  Tinsmithing,  Coppersmithing,  Sheet-iron  Work- 
ing and  Boiler  Making,  as  the  principles  of  "laying  off"  the 
work,  the  exfoliation  of  surfaces,  etc.,  are  identical  in  all  these 
trades  ;  and  a  person  thoroughly  familiar  with  these  principles 
should  easily  acquire  any  one  of  these  trades.  As  "skill,"  or 
the  education  of  special  muscles  in  particular  movements  de- 
pends directly  upon  individual  effort  and  is  mainly  due  to  con- 
stant repetition,  the  limited  time  of  the  student's  attendance  in 
this  department  defeats  in  some  degree  our  endeavors  in  this 
direction.  Yet  we  have  had  students  who  have  an  attendance 
to  their  credit  of  less  than  300  hours  in  this  department  and 
who,  without  previous  knowledge  on  the  subject,  are  now  work- 
ing as  carpenters  and  giving  satisfaction  as  such. 

Our  advanced  or  technical  course  as  yet  has  not  been  taken 
advantage  of  by  the  students  ;  this  is  largely  due  to  the  lack  of 
means  on  the  part  of  the  students  and  their  guardians,  to  con- 
tinue at  college,  the  inclination  being  to  leave  school  as  soon  as 
they  are  able  to  obtain  employment  elsewhere.  We  had  a 
student  who  started  such  a  course  this  session,  but  had  to 
abandon  it  shortly  after  because  of  the  death  of  his  father.  As 
these  conditions  are  likely  to  continue  as  long  as  we  have  no 
"beneficiaries  or  "assisted  students,"  I  would  recommend  that 
a  special  course  be  arranged  that  would  curtail  somewhat  the 
present  literary  course  and  permit  more  of  the  student's  time  to 
be  given  to  mechanical  studies,  this  of  course  applying  to  only 
such  students  who  may  elect  such  a  course. 

Manual  training,  aside  from  any  utilitarian  purpose,  is 
highly  educational  in  its  scope.  There  are  many  objects  that 
can  only  be  put  together  or  taken  apart  by  proceeding  in  a 
regular  methodical  order  ;  this  tends  to  render  the  student 
systematic  in  his  action  and  thought,  and  also  develops  fore- 
thought and  power  of  accurate  analysis.  It  renders  him  care- 
ful and  precise,  and  develops  his  creative  faculties  to  the  highest 
degree.  And  all  this  taken  collectively  leads  to  a  higher  moral 
development.

Prof.  H.  A.  Hill,  President  Southern  University  and  A.  &  M. 
College  : 

CHEMISTRY. 

I  took  charge  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry  and  Physios 
in  Southern  University  and  A.  &  M.  College  in  January,  1899, 
and  I  found  the  laboratories,  which  occupy  two  rooms  on  the 
third  floor  of  the  main  building,  well  supplied  with  chemicals 
and  apparatus.  The  largest  room,  30x50  feet,  is  furnished  with 
gas,  water,  laboratory  tables,  cases  for  chemicals  and  apparatus, 
hood  and  a  demonstrating  table  for  the  use  of  the  instructor  in 
class  recitation. 

The  smaller  room,  16x16  feet,  is  supplied  with  chemicals 
and  apparatus  to  be  used  chiefly  in  quantitative  work  and  sugar 
analysis,  with  chemical  balances,  and  a  dark  room  used  for  the 
polariscope.  This  instrument  is  an  imported  half-shade  Smith 
&  Haensch  400  m.  m.  tube. 

During  the  session  about  $75  worth  of  chemicals  and  ap- 
paratus has  been  added  to  the  laboratory.  The  present  equip- 
ment is  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  College  course 
in  both  general  and  Agricultural  Chemistry. 

This  session  I  have  forty-two  students  enrolled  in  my 
classes  in  chemistry  and  they  are  doing  good  work.  Laboratory 
work  from  the  start  is  required  of  the  students  in  connection 
with  the  recitation  work,  as  I  believe  this  is  the  only  way  in 
which  a  proper  understanding  of  the  subject  can  be  attained. 
By  this  method  the  students  are  trained  to  observe  carefully  to 
think  accurately  and  to  express  themselves  in  clear  scientific 
language. 

The  work  done  in  this  department  by  the  classes  in  Agri- 
cultural Chemistry  is  chiefly  laboratory  and  has  been  arranged 
so  that  it  is  in  harmony  with  the  work  of  the  students  at  the 
farm.  The  farm  students  in  this  way  receive  an  education  that 
is  of  practical  value  to  them.  They  are  taught  the  chemistry  of 
the  atmosphere,  soils,  crops  and  fertilizers  in  such  a  practical 
way  that  they  are  able  to  put  into  practice  on  the  farm, 
the  knowledge  they  have  acquired  in  the  laboratory.  The  farm 
students  take  great  interest  in  this  work,  and  very  satisfactory 
results  are  being  obtained. 
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PHYSICS. 

The  main  chemical  laboratory  is  also  used  as  the  physical 
laboratory.  It  is  well  supplied  with  apparatus  for  f  xperiment 
and  illustration  of  the  principles  of  physics.  The  method  of  in- 
struction is  similar  to  that  employed  in  chemistry. 

The  students  are  required,  in  connection  with  the  recitation 
work,  to  pursue  a  laboratory  course  in  which  careful  and 
accurate  notes  of  each  experiment  performed  are  recorded  and 
submitted  to  the  instructor  for  his  approval.  The  students  are 
greatly  interested  in  this  work  and  good  results  are  being  ob- 
tained. The  course  in  Physics  bears  a  very  important  relation 
to  the  mechanical  department,  since  in  that  department  the 
students  put  into  actual  practice  the  principles  they  have  learned 
in  the  Physical  laboratory. 

In  fact,  the  entire  work  of  the  department  of  Chemistry 
and  Physics  is  conducted  with  a  view  to  its  practical  application 
on  the  farm  and  in  the  shop.

To  Professor  H.   A.  Hill,  President  Southern  University  : 

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress to  apply  a  portion  of  the  public  lands  to  the  more  com- 
plete endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  etc.,  known  as  the  "Morrill 
bill,"  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Southern 
University  Agricultural  Farm  and  Experiment  Station,  from 
July  1,  1899 — the  time  I  became  connected  with  this  institution 
—to  April  1st,  1900. 


COLLEGE  WORK. 

The  Agricultural  work  is  carried  on  in  seven  grades,  from 
the  Fourth  to  the  Tenth  inclusive,  and  consists  of  class  room 
lectures,  and  practical  demonstrations  of  the  general  principles 
of  modern  scientific  agriculture  upon  the  university  farm. 

The  course  consists  of  lectures  and  recitations  upon  the 
theoretical  principles  underlying  the  science  of  agriculture  and 
of  field  demonstrations,  where  the  students  are  taught  by  ex- 
perience the  actual  operations  of  the  farm.  In  a  lecture  upon  a 
certain  crop,  the  preparing  of  the  seed  bed,  the  depth  of  plant- 
ing, the  kind  of  seed  to  select,  the  cultivation  of  plants  after 
germination  and  the  careful  harvesting  of  the  crop  are  all  min- 
utely discussed. 

Along  with  the  discussion,  as  much  of  the  actual  operations 
of  each  stage  in  the  life  history  of  the  plant,  is  taught  the  stu- 
dents by  having  them  do  the  work. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  teaching  of  agriculture,  especially  in 
connection  with  the  insect  pests,  a  number  of  cases  has  been 
purchased  in  which  are  now  being  placed  representatives  of  the 
injurious  insects  of  the  state.  Where  possible,  the  complete 
life  history,  showing  the  stages  of  the  development  of  insects 
from  the  egg  to  the  adult,  as  well  as  the  kind  of  injury  done, 
will  be  included  in  this  collection.

STATION  WORK. 

While  it  is  one  of  the  objects  of  the  farm  to  give  students 
as  much  of  the  practical  operations  connected  therewith,  as  it  is 
possible  and  thus  fit  them  for  the  experience  of  agriculturists, 
which  may  come  later  in  life,  there  are  certain  phases  of  experi- 
mental work,  from  which  accurate  scientific  information  is  to  be 
gained  (and  which,  of  course,  make  more  complete  the  agricul- 
tural training  of  students)  that  cannot  be  operated  by  them. 
This  work  must  be  carried  on  by  specially  trained  experimenta- 
lists, and  it  is  to  this  phase  of  my  work  that  I  wish  now  to  call 
attention. 


SUGAR  CANE. 

Of  two  acres  in  sugar  cane  an  average  of  not  more  than 
one  quarter  of  a  stand  was  secured  after  the  heavy  freeze  of 
February,  1899.  The  plant  cane  was  not  injured  to  the  extent 
of  the  stubbles.  Cane  was  short  on  account  of  the  dry  fall, 
though  the  sugar  content  was  slightly  higher  than  usual,  of 
this  we  planted  about  two  acres,  the  remainder  being  worked 
up  into  sugar  and  syrup;  students  doing  a  large  per  cent,  of 
the  work. 
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Through  the  generosity  and  courtesy  of  Dr.  W.  C.  Stubbs, 
of  the  Sugar  Experiment  Station  of  this  state,  we  have  been 
furnished  with  seventy-six  varieties  of  sugar  cane,  several  of 
which  are  seedlings,  i.  e.,  cane  grown  from  the  seeds  of  the 
sugar  cane,  several  of  these  are  considered  of  great  value,  as 
they  not  only  possess  a  high  sugar  content,  but  give  great 
tonnage.  Later  on,  after  we  have  obtained  sufficient  quantity 
for  distribution,  we  would  be  glad  to  send  the  varieties  to  the 
planters  of  the  state  desiring  them. 

The  varieties  will  be  carried  on  under  careful  experiment, 
the  results  of  which  will  be  given  in  a  later  report,  by  which 
we  hope  to  give  a  tabulated  statement  of  growth,  vigor  and 
sugar  producing  property  of  all  these  canes.  The  best  will 
then  be  placed  under  fertilizer  and  experiment  tests. 


CORN. 


The  greater  part  of  the  farm  was  planted  in  corn,  and  the 
yield  was  fairly  good.  Of  corn,  we  have  just  planted  over  fifty 
varieties,  and  expect  here  an  object  lesson  for  students,  by 
showing  the  difference  in  growth,  maturation  and  production, 
as  well  as  the  results  upon  different  systems  of  fertilization  and 
cultivation.  Aside,  from  the  variety  plots,  we  have  several  ex- 
periments testiug  the  value  of  the  standard  fertilizers,  such  as 
cotton  seed  meal,  acid  phosphate  and  kanit. 


COTTON. 

The  ground  of  about  one  quarter  of  an  acre  devoted  to 
cotton  experiments,  did  not  last  year  give  any  returns,  owing, 
I  suppose,  to  the  extreme  drought  of  the  spring,  which  resulted 
in  very  few  of  the  seeds  germinating.  We  have  already  arranged 
to  plant  a  number  of  varieties,  and  to  include  this  crop  in  a 
general  system  of  rotation. 


ALFALFA. 

To  this  valuable  forage  crop  was  devoted  five  acres  of  land, 
the  seeding  in  the  spring  of  1899,  was  entirely  too  late  for  the 
roots  to  have  gained  sufficient  depth  to  stand  the  heat  of  the 
summer.  Fall  seeding  has  proven  the  only  safe  time  for  the 
planting  of  this  crop.  The  land  of  last  year  has  been  aban- 
doned, and  the  new-planted  crop  already  show  signs  ot  consid- 
erable promise. 
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OATS. 


Texas  rust  proof  oats  were  planted  in  November,  sowing- 
two  bushels  per  acre.  A  good  stand  was  secured,  aud  the 
prospects  for  a  good  crop  encouraging.  This  crop  will  also  be 
included  in  the  general  system  of  rotation  and  will  be  followed 
with  cow  peas. 


THE  GARDEN  AND  ORCHARD. 

As  a  garden  is  an  important  adjunct  to  any  small  farm  in 
the  vicinity  of  a  large  city  and  is  of  considerable  value  in  the 
teaching  of  horticulture  to  the  students  of  the  university,  we 
have  paid  special  attention  to  this  phase  of  our  experiment 
work. 

Though  late  in  getting  the  fall  garden  started,  our  success 
has  been  more  than  satisfactory.  A  variety  of  the  following 
vegetables  were  planted  :  Irish  Potatoes,  Peas,  Carrots,  Rad- 
ishes, Beets,  Mustard,  Turnips,  Paisley,  Spinach,  Cabbage, 
Leeks,  Onions,  Cress,  Kale,  Kohlrabi,  Strawberries  and  Lettuce. 

A  test  of  the  varieties  of  fruits  and  nuts,  best  suited  to  this 
soil  and  climate,  has  been  instituted.  The  following  list  of 
trees  has  been  planted  :

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THE   DAIRY. 

The  daily  which  has  been  equipped  with  modern  aparatus 
has  given  good  results,  though  the  number  of  students  taking 
this  branch  of  work  has  not  been  so  large  as  we  desired. 

If  the  members  of  the  Board,  in  their  judgment  should  see 
fit  to  place  upon  the  station  a  better  herd  of  dairy  cattle,  lines 
of  experimental  dairying  might  be  introduced,  which  would  not 
only  prove  of  great  value  to  dairy  interest  in  general,  but  would 
enlarge  the  opportunity  of  teaching  this  branch  of  agriculture 
to  the  students  interested  in  it. 


LIVE  STOCK. 

The  live  stock  consists  of  three  mules,  four  horses,  six  pigs' 
three  cows  and  two  calves.  These  animals,  with  the  exception 
of  one  mule,  two  horses,  four  pigs  and  two  calves,  were  all  upon 
the  station  when  I  took  charge  ;  of  these,  two  mules  and  one 
horse  are  not  fit  for  active  service  upon  the  farm.  Acting  upon 
the  suggestion  of  the  Board,  these  will  be  disposed  of  and  in 
their  stead  one  good  mule  purchased. 


POULTRY. 

The  Poultry  Yard  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  pur- 
chase of  specimens  of  the  following  breeds 

Light  Brahmas. 
Indian  Game. 
White  Leghorn. 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock. 
Silver  Laced  Wyandottes. 

Considerable  experiment  work  has  been  outlined  in  con- 
nection with  the'^  Poultry  Department,  the  result  of  which  will 
no  doubt  add  to  the  value  of  the  work  now  being  conducted  on 
the  station.

GIRLS'   INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 


New  Orleans,  La.,  April  2nd,  1900. 

Prof.  H.  A.  Hill,  President  Southern  University  and  A.  &  M 
College : 

The  Industrial  Department  for  girls  is  the  first  industrial 
work  begun  in  the  University. 

Fifteen  years  ago  this  department  started  with  not  a  cent 
with  which  to  carry  on  the  work,  excepting  the  pay  of  a  teacher 
and  a  large  room  for  the  department. 

I  took  charge  of  this  department  in  January,  1891.  I  found 
an  enrollment  of  forty-five  students,  from  the  different  grades 
of  the  University.  I  also  found  one  sewing  machine  and  one 
showcase  for  the  finished  work,  also  one  cutting  table,  but  not 
any  case  for  the  unfinished  work.  Since  that  time  there  has 
been  added  to  the  department  large  cases  in  which  to  keep  the 
work,  besides  three  other  sewing  machir.es.  The  classes  have 
been  growing  larger  each  year.  There  are  enrolled  tbis  session 
in  this  department  one  hundred  and  thirteen  students,  all  of 
whom  take  a  great  interest  in  their  work.  The  classes  have 
increased  in  size  till  the  room  is  hardly  large  enough  to  hold 
them.  The  department  is  greatly  in  need  of  more  machines, 
tracing  wheels,  cutting  tables,  etc.,  in  order  to  meet  the  de- 
mands made  upon  the  room  by  the  increased  number  of  girls 
who  are  taking  this  course.  There  is  a  course  of  three  years, 
and  on  completing  it  they  receive  a  certificate  stating  the  same. 
Most  of  those  who  have  completed  this  course  are  now  working 
for  good  wages  as  dressmakers. 

The  work  is  regularly  and  systematically  graded,  beginning 
with  the  plain  and  simple  and  advancing  to  the  costly  and  in- 
tricate. The  students  furnish  their  own  materials.  The  work 
of  the  students  has  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  success  of  the 
closing  exercises  of  the  university.  This  department  is  a  great 
benefit  to  the  girls,  giving  them  a  way  of  earning  good  wages.

For 
the  uniform  courtesy  and  endeavors  to  assist,  permit  me  here  to 
give  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  yourself  and  to  the 
associates  of  the  Facult}7. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  the  attendance  throughout  the  term 
has  been  fair,  and  the  pupils  zealous   in  their  efforts   to   learn.

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  scholars  of  this  term  are  quite 
advanced  in  their  studies,  and  some  of  them  are  already  fitted 
for  the  vocations  they  have  chosen  to  adopt. 

I  regret  to  say,  that  though  strenuously  discouraged  by  me, 
some  of  my  boy  scholars  in  typography  have  secured  positions 
in  local  job  offices.  I  would  have  preferred  their  finishing  the 
course,  but  that  was  beyond  my  control. 

The  class  in  bookkeeping  and  typewriting  is  far  advanced 
and  the  girls,  as  well  as  the  boys,  emulate  each  other  in  their 
efforts  to  gain  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  conducting  of  busi- 
ness affairs.     I  hope  for  much  more  from  them. 
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As  to  our  equipment,  everything  needed  for  the  proper 
teaching  of  bookkeeping  and  typography  is  at  hand,  except  in 
the  department  of  typewriting.  I  would  recommend  the  use 
of  more  machines. 

In  the  Department  of  Printing,  through  the  indefatigable 
efforts  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  our  institution,  and  with 
your  kind  assistance  in  pressing  needs  of  this  part  of  my  work, 
a  splendid,  medium  18x12  Chandler  and  Price  press,  has  been 
purchased,  also  70  lbs.  19  point  roman  and  22  fonts  of  job  type, 
which  materially  aids  in  instructing  the  pupils  in  modern  typo- 
graphy. 

We  are  now  at  work  upon  the  annual  catalogue  of  the 
school,  and  I  venture  to  say  that  the  work,  when  finished,  will 
be  satisfactory. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  here,  the  method 
employed  in  teaching  those  learning  typewriting,  and  I  beg  to 
give  assurance  that  the  same  thoroughness  is  employed  in  each 
department. 

With  typewriting  a  course  of  progressive  exercises  is  laid 
down.  First,  the  pupils  are  taught  to  become  familiar  with  the 
key-board  and  the  correct  method  of  fingering,  also  cultivating 
the  habit  of  giving  the  right  touch,  the  cultivation  of  the  even 
timing  of  depressions,  the  insertion  of  dropped  characters,  then 
the  regulation  of  right  and  left  hand  margin  is  next  taken  up. 
Paragraphing  and  line  spacing  is  thoroughly  taught.  The 
pupil  is  at  all  times  required  to  undergo  steady  practice,  and 
the  lessons  made  more  difficult,  though  at  all  times  practical, 
as  he  or  she  advances. 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  report  that  the  text  books  in  all 
branches  are  modern  and  contain  the  latest  ideas  of  those  en- 
gaged in  furnishing  lessons  in  their  different  lines.
